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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 3/29/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that step (c) of new claim 4 is not taught in the Kirby 
reference, however, it is maintained that because the structure is present, the Kirby 
apparatus is capable of having matured fish drain from the container. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented 
and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 4,5,6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kirby (5640930). Kirby shows the provision of a container which includes a 
discharge pipe and aligned holes (20) for the ingress of air, wherein because it is an 
elongated aquarium, it is inherent that water and fish would be added to said container; 
and wherein the container is disclosed as being drained while supplying air to said 
container through said holes; wherein said discharge pipe is connected to the bottom of 
said container. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to allow the fish to mature in the aquarium container. The 
drain pipe provides a fast and efficient means of removing the mature fish from the 
container while the aquarium is cleaned.
